AN OBSERVATORY HIVE. 


The Quickest and Bext Way to Learn 
the Bee Business, 


F. G. Herman, who is an authority 
on apliarian matters, considers that 
there is no way in which so much 
practical knowledge can be obtained 
about bees as by observing them work- 


ing in a normal way through the glass 


sides of an observatory hive. You will 
kee the field bees coming in with their 
loads of nectar and pollen and deposit- 
ing them in the cetls, the nurse bees 
feeding the larvie and the comb build- 
ers making comb, You may also ob- 
serve the queen in her arduous duty of 
laying two and even three eggs per 
mint&e. Mr. Herman therefore tells in 
lhe Farm Journal how to make such a 
hive: 

If you are using in your yard a moya- 
ble frame hive, the matter is simple 
enough. Make the two end pieces, the

Take three frames of hatching brood, 
with one or more queen cells, covered 
with adhering bees, aud place them in 
ihe hive. Put on the cover and carry 
to the porch of your dwelling or other 
suitable place and adjust your hive in 
position, Some of the old bees will 
leave, but those that are hatching will 
make it their home, 

lor best results it is necessary to 
have on the porch a vine of some sort 
for a sereen. Honeysuckle trained on 
chicken wire makes a splendid network 
of foliage that can hardly be improved 
upon, 


Nitrates In the Soll, 

The continuous growing of wheat or 
other grain or of a cultivated crop not 
only rapidly depletes the soil of organ- 
ic matter, but causes the rapid forma- 
tion of nitrates, which are likely to be 
washed down in the soil below the 
reach of the roots of plants. In experi- 
ments by Professor Ladd of North Da- 
kota the largest amount of. nitrates 
Wis found at a depth of three feet in 
bare fallow, while at a depth of seyen 
feet the amount of nitrates was larger 
than at a depth of one foot. It is evi- 
dent that the nitrates found were 
leached down from above, The impor 
tance of a proper rotation and of enteh 
crops to take up and hold the nitrates 
is thus shown. 


Good Absorbents For Hen Manure, 

Hen manure quickly ferments and 
will lose much of its nitrogen if not 
preserved with absorbents. Lime and 
wood ashes should not be used for this 
purpose. Dry loum or muck, moss lit- 
ter from peat bogs, road dust, are all 
useful ubsorbents for the floor of the 
poultry house.

The following extract is taken 
from a well-written description of 
Alberta, which appeared in the Al- 
exandria Post News, Alexandria, 
Minn., and was written by C. E. 
Aaberg, of Kensington, Minn., 
mc looked over the country last 
all: 


We stopped off a day or two at 
Wetaskiwin, Leduc, Strathcona 
and Edmonton to make some ob. 
servations. We found all these 
places and surrounding territory 
north of Olds and up to Edmon- 
ton, east toward Prince Albert and 
westward toward the mountains, 
consists of a low undulating plain 
intermingled with patches of tim- 
ber kere and there though a great 
part of the forest has been destroy- 
ed so that only the underbrush is 
left. The timber variety consists 
chiefly of a species of the poplar, 
though of a harder and more stur- 
dy variety than the one found 
here; spruce is also found. The 
scil is a deep black loam, rather 
too rich for the first years. It is 
cultivated, that is for small grains, 
which develop more into straw 
than into heads. Our opinion 
was, {he country out there is most 
suitable for a grazing country and 
stock raising is also what the set- 
tlers depeud on most. As such it 
cannot be beat, though small grains 
can be raised in favorable seasons 
in great abundance. Vegetables 
grow immenseiy. We saw a ruta- 
baga that actually weighed twenty- 
four pounds Cabbage, potatoes, 
onions, etc., were of a fine quality. 
As to small grains we picked up 
samples of wheat—Scotch fife No. 
1 hard—raised last summer and 
also in 1900, that we have to go 
back a good many years ’til we can 
remember having seen it matched 
here. But we also picked up sam- 
ples of frosted wheat, wheat that 
lad been far advanced toward a 
No. 1 grade but had been frost 
bitten. This happens specially on 
low lands and where the motion of 
the wind is obstructed. I believe 
that after some years, when that 
country has been drained, dead 
grass and all underbruse removed, 
so that the sun and air can get 
down to the ground, frost will be 
less prevalent. 

As to the climate out in Alberta 
it seemed to agree with everyone 
we met. The season is somewhat 
short, but never goes into extremes 
as here. Storms they do not know 
of out there, which of course can 
be logically explained, but I shall 
not impose upon your valuable

Wheat Does Not Grow Wild, 

The existence of names for wheat In 
the most ancient languages confirms 
the evidence of its great antiquity and 
of its cultivation in the more temperate 
parts of Kurope, Asia and Africa.

Raising the Calf, 

To be sure, new milk, fresh milk, can 
be given for four weeks, but most dairy 
farmers do not feel that they can raise 
calyes upon such expensive foods, 
writes H. BE. Cook in Rural New York- 
ler. Let me say here that a calf that 
\fs not worth two or three quarts of 
new milk daily for two weeks after 
birth is not worth raising, and upon 
these vigorous young things a dally ra-
